Bulgarian Troops Suffer 
Heavy Losses In Revolt 


ATHENS, Sept. 24.— Bulgarian government forces have lost 700 
dead and more than 4000 wounded in attacks against the Agrarian 
insurrectionists, dispatches from Salonika said today. 
Messages from Philoppoli said the government forces were los­ 
ing ground over the whole of southern and northeastern Bulgaria. 
The king has signed a decree in Sofia dissolving the chamber 
of deputies and calling new elections within two months. 
The Agrarians and Communists, after bitter fighting have cap­ 
tured Plevna and raised the red flag, an unconfirmed despatch from 
Sofia said. 
Other despatches from Salonika reported a Serbian concentra­ 
tion on the Bulgar frontier and said the troop movement was being 
hastened for the purpose of invading Bulgaria and occupying her 
collieries at the first opportunity. 
Bloody fighting continued today in several sections of Bulgaria, 
the despatches said.

These festivals are 
not observed in every county but it is safe to say that in the great m a­ 
jority of counties there is an annual gathering, partaking of the "harvest 
home” celebrations of an earlier period, when the producers of grains 
and vegetables, fruits, and the products of the dairy, and the possessors 
of fine horses, cattle, sheep, swine, and poultry enter into a friendly com ­ 
petition to determine who has excelled in his chosen undertaking. 
The 
people of nearly every community claim to have achieved excellence in 
rome particular line of production. 
Peculiarities of soil or clim ate contribute to the effort to perfect 
particular fruit or a variety of gram . 
Perhaps, too, some undiscovered 
or unproclaim ed Burbank dwells unostentatiously in a sheltered valley 
where wonderful apples, surpassing all others in size and flavor, are 
raised year after year. 
Possibly some quiet and unassum ing farm er boy 
has discovered the secret of dealing profitably with bees and has succeed­ 
ed in producing more and better honey than others. 
Som e housewife, 
skilled in the arts of the dairy, perhaps com es to renew her friendly lien 
upon the prize offered to butterm aker!. 
A youngster, lover o f birds, 
perhaps has built a model bird house which he exhibits for the admiration 
of a hundred neighbor boys and girls. 
One who travels about at this season o f the year has the opportunity 
to observe contemplatively the changes which a score of years have 
wrought in the appearance of county fairs. 
Where once there were hun­ 
dreds of team s and wagons on the highways and in the open space a<\ 
joining the fair grounds, today there are countless autom obiles parked 
in improvised roped-in indosures. 
But the m etamorphosis is noticeable 
as well in the appearance of the visitors as in that of their equipages. 
Men, women, and children are better dressed and more prosperous than 
a quarter of a century ago. 
They have, apparently, been brought into 
closer and more frequent contact with those forces, which no m atter 
what their shortcomings in other respects may be, advance the thing 
called civilization. 
Education, whether it is gained through the schools, 
the newspapers, the neighborhood library, or the community gatherings, 
now more frequent than formerly unfailingly changes for the better all* 
those whom it touches. 


The county fair is a school. 
Those who, whether through mere 
curiosity or a sincere desire to learn, are brought into contact with it, 
are sure to advance a step from where they stood before.

Tex., according to reports of the 
United States Departm ent of Agri­ 
culture, as a result of agricultural 
extension work. 
A ttention was called to the op­ 
p o r tu n e offered in the abundant 
native pecan trees of the county, 
some five years ago. by a 
former 
agricultural extension agent who 
dem onstrated budding practices on 
several farms. 
About 4.00 budded 
trees are now producing pecans of 
highest quality. 
When extension 
work was resumed in the county 
in 1922 the development 
of 
the 
pecan industry was chosen as a 
prom inent feature of the extension 
program. 
Many community gath­
